AN ADVISER to Ever Weizman, 
when he was defence minister. and to 
Shimon Peres during his premiership, 
Muoz has been following Assad's Ge 
Teer ever since he became defence min- 
ister in 1966. He has just completed a 
political biography of the Syrian ruler, 
Assad, the Sphinx of Damascus, 
which will be published by Weidenfeld 
and Nicholson in the spring. 

{t does not contain any sturtling new 
disclosures about the Syrian president, 
says the Hebrew University scholar, 
though it does tell of his readiness for a 
dea! with Israel in 1975 un the terms 
mentioned abuve. His research also 
confirmed his view of Assul as a com- 
plex, introverted pers 
tremely skilled manipulator, i 
uine Syrian and Arab patriot. He is a 
pan-Arabist in the tradition of the 
Ba‘ath purty; but he has adapted his 
pan-Arabisin to a “Syria-first” model. 

Maoz regarded the biogruphy its “a 
great challenge." He lid originally 
proposed a buok about Syria; but his 
publisher wanted one on the Syrian 
leader. 


“I continually asked myself whether 
Assad was just another power-hungry 
dictator, or whether there was more to 
him than that,” relates Maoz. “I came 
to the conclusion that he is indeed 
ruthless and hungry for power, but that 
he also cares about his people and 
wants to improve the situation of his 
country.” 

Maoz has tried to avnid the pitfalls 
of demonizing Assad us an enemy of 
israel, on the one hand, or of over- 
empathizing with his subject, on the 
other, Syria has been iinplacably hos- 
tile to Israel, he allows, “but we have 
not been angels either." While recag- 
nizing Assad as an enemy, Maoz, born 
in Isracl and the same generation as the 
Syrian leader, feels he ean understand 
his point of view. In fact, Maoz made 
the journey to southern Turkey, near 
the region where Assad was bom, to 
try to absorb the atmosphere of the 
country. : 

Apart from readingeverything writ- 
ten about his subject in the media- 
particularly the Arab media—Maoz has 
perused the documents captured by 
the IDF in the wars of 1967, 1973 and 
1982. He has spoken to numerous peo- 
ple who have met Assad, including 
Lebanese, Iraqis, Jordanians, Syrians 
and Western diplomats, such as Henry 
Kissinger, Joseph Sisco, Richard Mur- 
phy and William Quandt. 


“1 don’t think I missed much by not 
meeting, Assad," says Maoz.“Fle is ἃ 
very closed person and only reveals 
what he wants to.” 

For example, the Syrian leader ταν 
fuses point-blank to talk about his eurly 
ife. He starts when he joined the 
Ba'ath party at age 14, Flis education 
was limited to high school, military 
academy, air force college. He dues 
not speak languages other than Arabic. 
although he is said to have leamed 
English recently. ᾿ 
“The joke going the rounds is that 
he speaks English with a German ac 
cent, because he leamt it from Kissin- 
ger,” laughs Maoz. 

It is said that Assad reads history 
and ‘biographies; but Maoz doubts 
whether he has the time to read books: 
He plays ping-pong for relaxation an 
enjoys Western music. He lives simply 
and is personally honest. His family life

Assad's modesty is in sharp contrast 
to the lifestyle of his brother Rifat, who 
has five wives and innumerable mis- 
tresses. Rifat, who would like to suc- 
ceed his brother, is totally corrupt and 
currently in exile in Paris. 

Assad has tried very hard to root out 
Conuption, says Maoz, but this has 
been one of his failures, It runs too 
deep, and reaches the highest levels of 

society. 

When Western countries invested in 
Syria in the 1970s, much of the money

Peasants are leaving the countryside; 
though attempts to push ahead with 
industrialization are languishing. 

There is no open opposition in Syria, 
and certainly no strikes. Even though 
he failed to wipe out corruption, Assad 
is otherwise in total control, His sup- 
port comes from the army, the Ba'ath 
party, the workers, peasants, bureau- 
crats and youth. Despite his national- 
ism, Assad appears to have given up 
on the idea of national unity, relying 
instead on support from these interest 
groups. 

His enemies are the Sunni Moslem 
middle class. ‘The conflict with this sec- 
tor reached a climax with an uprising 
against his rule in 1982, when as many 
as 30,000 people may have been killed 
in Hama alone. Ἰ 

Assad's biggest problem is that he is 
a member of the minority Alawi sect, 
regarded as idolators by most Mos- 
lems. The Alawis have tried to pass 
themselves off as Shi'ites, and Imam 
Mussa Sader (the Lebanese Shi'ite 
leaders who disappeared mysteriously 
in Libya) even gave Assad a fatwa 
{religious ruling) saying that the Alawis 
were Shi'ites; but the Shi'ites as a 
whole do not recognize them any more 
than do the Sunni Moslems. 

Assad prays in mosques-on one oc- 
casion, he even made the pilgrimage to 
Mecca—but he is not really a religious 
man. He uses Islamic terminology 
when it suits him, as when he called the 
1973 war with Israel a jihad. 

. Despité the support that he has. at- 
tracted from certain sectors of the pop- 


ulation, Assad’s real power is based on 
a small group of Alawi army officers 
and their Sunni associates. His rule is 
oppressive. Hundreds disappear every 
year and Syria constantly receives bad 
grades from Amnesty International, 
which one year listed 23 different forms 
of torture carried out in Syrian jails. 

Apart from being president, army 
chief of staff and head of the Ba'ath 
party, Assad heads about a dozen in- 
telligence organizations which report 
directly to him. This means that noth- 
ing is done without his knowledge. In 
Maoz's opinion, Assad must know 
about the brutality, and he must have 
known about the attempt to blow up 
the El Al airliner flying out of London 
last year. 

Maoz is sceptical about the periodic 
reports of Assad'’s illnesses. He did 
apparently have a heart attack some 
years ago; but he still works very hard, 
“T guess he cut his working day from 18 
hours to 14," remarks Maoz. 


DESPITE HIS famed-caution, Assad 
is prepared to take risks, says his biog- 
rapher. The decision to go to war in 
1973 was, from his point of view, a 
courageous one, because Syria was not 
really ready for it. ; 

The rift with Anwar Sadat, which 
became open after the Egyptian presi- 
dent's visit to Jerusalem in 1977, really 
dates from the Yom Kippur war, ex- 
plains Maoz. Assad expected the 
Egyptians to do more. He felt betrayed 
when they contented themselves with 


: ‘crossing the ὀππαὶ,... >. . 
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The disengagement talks at Kilo- 
metre 101 and the subsequent Sinai ΠῚ 
disengagement accord with Israel were 
also viewed by Assad as betrayal of 
Syria. He only agreed to disengnge- 
ment on the Golan when there was no 
alternative, notes Maoz. 

Assad's 1976 invasion of Lebanon 
was initially a failure, thinks Maoz. The 
Syrians were bogged down in Leba- 
non, and it was Israel's 1982 invasion 
that saved them, enabling them to turn 
defeat into victory. 

“Israel was expelled from Arab ter- 
fitory by military means, and Assad 
did not even endanger himself--it was 
all achieved by proxies,” points out 
Maoz. 

Despite his determination to remain 
detached, Maoz shows a reluctant ad- 
miration for the Syrian dictator, whom 
he describes as “determined, patient, 


cool and a master of brinkmanship.” 


He does, however, sense a “blind 
spot” with regard to Israel. 

“Assad uses strong language about 
us and he really seems to mean it. He 
thinks the Israelis only understand 
force, and that we are his eternal 
enemies.” 

Sadat understood that Israel haci le- 
gitimate security needs, and King Hus- 
sein gives every indication of a similar 
understanding; but Assad does not ap- 
pear to recognize any such thing. 

His drive for “strategic parity” with 
Israel, which has impoverished his 
country, amounts to “something of an 
obsession,” but his aims are clear: first 


. deterrence, second negotiations frum : 


strength, third a military option. He 
has frequently said that there can be no 
peace between the weak and the 
strong. 

Assad has achieved a measure of 
deterrence, thinks Maoz. Isracl would 
certainly be cautious about attacking 
Syria, which has the ability to launch a 
painful counter-blow if attacked. On 
the other hand, Syria is not strong 
enough either to compel Israel to negp- 
tiate, or to launch its own military 
action. 

Syria can strike at targets all over 
Israel, and is also known to have chem- 
ical weapons, which it regards as a 
deterrent against Israel's reported nu- 
clear capacity. These weapons could 
also be used to disrupt the mobiliza- 
tion of Israel's reserves in the event 
that Syria decided to risk a “Golan 
grab." 

Maoz does not believe that it is real- 
istic to leave Syria out of the peace 
process. Damascus still has a certain 

wer of veto over both Jordan and 
the Palestinians. The Russians wil! not 
g0 to an international conference with- 
out the Syrians, in Maoz's opinion. 

The real problem is the gap between 
the Israeli and Syrian positions. 
Israeli public opinion is split on the 
West Bank;. but there is a large 
consensus in favour of keeping the 
Golan, notes Maoz. 

Nevertheless, one cannot exclude 
the possibility of a dea! with the Syri- 
ans, who just might accept demilitari- 
zation and even some IDF outposts if 


the Golan were returned to them. 1),

OVER 100 years before the ad- 
vent uf Islam. there were Jewish 
communities in’ Middle Eustern 
countries.

Aligament MK Binyumin Ben- 
Eliezer described the plight of the 
Jews from Arab Jands when he ta- 
bled a motion for the Knesset ugen- 
da last July: “We were denied all 
human and civil rights. Our proper- 
ty was confiscated and the authori- 
ties wilfully closed their eyes when 
the mobs went on wild rampages. 
Jews were driven ont in their thou- 
sands, or were forced to escape for 
their lives, deprived of all their pos- 
sessions, leaving behind personal 
and communal property of inestima- 
ble value... This property was 
looted, confiscated, frozen aor 
nationalized. 

".. most of these Jews came to 
Israc!, where today they constitute a 
major part of the population and 
represent the biggest exodus of refu- 
gees known to the Middle East in 
this generation,” said Ben-Eliezer, 
who left his native Iraq on his own, 
at the age of 12, 

In his reply to Ben-Eliezer’s 
Knesset motion, Foreign Minister 
Shimon Petes stated that his minis- 
try “attaches great importance to 
the Wojac Conference... The minis- 
try supports the conference, is help- 
ing in its organization and will con- 
tribute to its success, also 
financially.” 


WOIAC SOURCES, however, teli 
a slightly different tale. They sa 
that indced Peres finally agreed, af- 
ter pressure and heated discussions, 
to tend his endorsement to the con- 
ference, but that never before - 
since Wojac’s founding, In fact - had 
it encountered such hostility al the 
Forelgn Ministry, “if not outright 
efforts to sabotage our project.” 

Former minister and MK Moride- 
chai Ben-Porat, who heads Wojac's 
World Executive and is the moving 
spicit behind the coming confer- 
ence, prefers to steer ‘away from 
controversy, Nevertheless, he too 
concedes that “unlike the case years. 
ago, the conference will take place 
this time because of our stubborn 
insistence and refusal to yield tc tre- 
mendous pressure, to drop the 
Project. . 

“We were told point-blank that 
our claims would hurt the peace pro- 
cess and were therefore ‘advised’ in 
ho uncertain terms to drup the con- 
ference, Besides the fact that we : 
consider our grievances vis-n-vis the 
Arab countries among the most 
powerful moral and. practical bar- 
gaining cards in the debate with the 

Arb world, it is beyond me why | 
Jewish demands nre so bothersonte,. 
while Arab demands are perceived 
as naturally legitimate. What espe- 
cially hurts is that this is not an 
attitude expressed by an Arab or ἃ .

non-Israeli, but by high-ranking Is- 
raeli officials," Ben-Porat told The- 
Post. 

He prefers to name no names but 
says that “some of the Foreign Min- 
istry’s staff attempted out of a basic 
antipathy to the aims of the confer- 
ence to sabotage the preparations 
for this major Wojac event, both 
here and in the U.S...

The late prime minister Golda 
Meir had no quarrel with these basic 
premises, said Ben-Porat. But 
whenever she met Ben-Porat, she 
would fire back: “Why refugees? 
Why do you insist on calling offm 
from Arab lands refugees?” 

Golda's reaction, shared by many 
in Israel's top echelons, prevents 
making good usc of an argument 
which would be well understood’ 
abroad. When he expressed support 
for Wojac’s undertaking in the 
Knesset, Peres too could not help 
but voice the same deep-seated 
reservations. 

“T feel a little uncomfortable with 
the phrase ‘Jewish refugees from 
Arab countries,’ ” he confessed. 
“For despite, or perhaps because of 
the discrimination in Arab states, 
there was an allya movement, based 
On messianic hopes and longings for 
Zion. The Jews came to Israel from 
the Arab lands after having guarded 
their faith and their culture for thou- 
sands of years.” 


BUT BEN-PORAT counters: 
“All this had nothing to do with the 
difficulties we encountered at the 
Foreign Ministry.

Here, he and his family left their 
comfortable Holon home to move 
into ἃ ma'bara with the new immi- 
grants. Ben-Porat still resides in the 
former ma’‘bara of Or Yehuda. In 
1979 he was sent to Iran on the eve of 
the Khomeini take-over on another 
hair-raising secret mission to aid the 
Jewish community. At the very last 
moment, he and Israeli embassy 
staff were rescued from the fanatical 
few regime. 

Apart from his work for Wojac, 
he is now building a museum in Or 
Yehuda celebrating the heritage of 
Iraqi Jewry. 

Over the years, he notes, there 
was opposition of another nature to 
Wojac's activity. He quotes the late 
Foreign Minister Yigal Allon who 
expressed anxiety about what would 
happen if the organization ever fell 
into irresponsible hands.

llon asked, voicing his fear of com-

the international agenda, but we 
could not follow up the openings we 
made. 

“Had we the funds, we could con- 
front PLO propagandists all over 
the world. There would not have 
been a major campus in the Western 
world where our message would not 
have been heard, and we would 
have wiped out some of the unwit- 
ting, as well as the deliberate leftist, 
ignorance of the facts of the case. It 
is hurd to believe that Israel has not 
seen fit to make use of such a potent 
information tool," Ben Porat 
complains.

attention. Asa quadriplegic, he can- 
not dress himself. uke a drink of 
snack, have a shower, visit the lava- 
tory, go to bed or get into his car, 
without help. . 

Because of this, Sorin has two 
attendants, one of whom is con- 
stantly with him. Even when he 
sleeps at night, an attendant is ul- 
ways at the other end of an inter- 
com. He cannut be left alone for 
more than a few minutes. 

Now all that will be changed 
thanks to Chepa, an affectionate, 
attractive capuchin monkey from 
South America. A remarkibly intel- 
ligent creature, the size of a large 
cat, Chepa brings Sorin drinks and 
sandwiches, puts cassettes in his 
tape recorder and switches it on, 
places disks in his computer, brings 
him books and turns the pages, 
combs his hair and even scratches 
his cheek if it is itching. 

Not that Sorin hus been helpless. 
Despite his disability, he has been 
extremely active. Fle has completed 
courses in compuler programming 
and works for a group of veterinary 


puterizing their records and doing 
their accounts. He visits Beit Halo- 
hem, the recreation centre for dis- 
abled soldiers, where hie does target- 
shooting, lining up the rifle with his 
cheek and putling the trigger with a 
string, with a slight movement of his 
Tight hand. 

Th a td on his electrical-

mouth-stick to operate the chair, 
open the front door of his house, 
tum on the light and the air-condi- 
tioner, and talk on the phone.

Burke first heard about the idea 
monkeys to assist quadri- 
plegies in 1983, while attending a 
conference in New York. The guid- 
ing genius behind the project in the 
USS. is Prof. M.J. Willard of Boston 
University’s medical school. 

Willard, a student of the fanious 
behaviourist psychologist: B.F. Skin- 
ner, has heen running the pro- 
gramme for some 11 years. Nine 
monkeys are currently assisting par- 
alysed people in the U.S., and oth- 
ers are being trained. In the most 
successful case, Sue, a quadriple- 
gic in New York, spends some five 
hours a day on her own, attended 
only by her monkey companion. — 

Similar projects are under way in 
Canada, Argentina and Germany; 
but Israel is second to the U.S. in 
the progress made so far. Five mon- 
keys, including Chepa, are in train- 
ing. Willard has given generous sup- 
port to the Israeli project, muking 
video-cassettes and training man- 
uals available, and in effect perimit- 
ting it to function as a branch of her 
own programme. 

“[ must stress that the monkeys 
are not a substitute for human atten- 
dants,” says Burke, who originally 
came here from Australia. “They 
are additional aids for the quadriple- 
gics. With all the amazing things 
they can do, I would still say that the 
companionship they afford the 
quadriplegic is the most important. 

Despite the sponsorship of the 
Defence Ministry, the Israeli pro- 
ject is carried out on @ shoestring 
budget. The ministry pays for the 
monkeys, food, cages and special 
wheelchair attachments. The rest — 
including the ee and fostering - 
i volunteer basis. : 

2 “There are three stages, explains 
” Burke: domestication, training, and 
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adaption to the quadriplegic. Train- 
ing the monkeys to perform the 
tasks is relatively easy, she says. The 
hard part is getting them used to 
living in a household. 

Two of the five monkeys were 
previously pets and so were domes- 
ticated to ἃ certain extent. The oth- 
ers, who came from South America 
via the U.S., had first to be given 
out to foster families for domestica- 
tion. 

Burke and Bushmitz were among 
the first foster parents. Problems 
were not always predictable, as 
when Burke's monkey, Iza, became 
terrified every time the food proces- 
sor was switched on. 

“Her fear did not Jast long.” re- 
calls Burke with a laugh. “She soon 


“learnt that the processor wus used 


for making cakes and she used to 
line up with the children to lick up 
the surphtis cake-mix.™ ' 

THE MONKEYS are trained by 
student‘ volunteers at Bushmitz's 
clinic in Petah Tikva. Mordy Hayini, 
Haim Sternberg and Tami Maoz 
spend about an hour every day 
training the animals. Willard’s 
team can now train a monkey in 
about six months; the Israelis are 
taking a little longer at.this stage. 

“We didn’t chose which monkeys 
to train--they chose us," explains 
blond, bearded Haim, a zoology stu- 
dent. “They simply take ἃ fancy to 
someone and that’s it." Chepachose 
Mordy, Danny chose Haim, Ziggy 
teamed up with Tami. 

Animal lovers Haim and Mordy 
previously worked at the Tel Aviv 
Dolphinarium, which prompts the 
obvious question: which of the two 
animals is the more intelligent? 

“It is a different kind of intelli- 
gence,” answers Haim, choosing his 
words with care. Dolphins exist in a 
different medium from , us. The 
monkeys appear to be more intelli-_ 
gent because they are more like us.

the two," 

At the start of the training ses- 
sion, Mordy, sitting in a wheelchair, 
deliberately leaves the mouth-stick 
on the Floor. Chepa picks it up with- 
out being told to and receives her 
reward: a peanut, sunflower seed, 
or small piece of marshmallow. The 
monkeys reccive this ‘“reinforce- 
ment” for every action they 
perform. 

“Guod, Chepa, good,” says 
Mordy, punching a bell, and his ap- 
proving tone of voice is clearly as 
important as the peanut. Sorin's 
wheelchair is equipped with a spe- 
cial reward-dispenser; but in train- 
ing sessions the food morsels are in 
an open bowl. Despite this, the 
monkeys never take their rewards, 
always waiting to be given them. 

Now Mordy starts pointing with a 
laser device, similar to the one Sorin 
has on his wheelchair. The red laser 
spot appears on a plastic cup of fruit 
juice. Chepa brings Mordy the cup, 
places a straw in it and the other end 
of the straw in Mordy's mouth. 

Bell and reward: “Good, Chepa, 
good,” The monkey repeats the ac- 
tion with a sandwich, which is held 
inaclasp. Chepa puts the clasp ina 
slot in the wheelchair. 

During the next 10 minutes, in- 
structed by the pointing laser beam. 
Chepa puts the empty cup in the 
dustbin, places a cassette in the tape 
recorder and a disk in the computer, 
brings a large book, marked with 
plastic tags, opens the book at the 
page indicated by the red spot on 
the tag, scratches Mordy’s cheek 
when he puts his tongue in it, and 
picks up the mouth-stick half a doz- 
en times.

IN A 40-minute training sessiun, 
Chepa nay perform up te 51} tasks; 
but buck home with Serin, she is 
only required to carry vul some 15 
actions per day. The tempu is slow- 
er; the pace more relaxed. In his 
Afeka bungalow, Sorin smiles with 
pleasure us Chepa jumps around the 
room, holding up the lead fastuned 
around her small waist with her tail 
to ensure mobility. 

Ross, Sorin’s magnificent Ger- 
man shepherd is still confined out- 
side when Chepa is loose. He in 
jealous, explains Sorin, hoping the 
two will get used to each other. 

“To enjoy the benefits of this pro- 
ject, you have to be an animal lov- 
er,” he remarks. “Other disabled 
soldiers are in line for monkeys; but 
they are waiting to see what happens 
with me and Chepa.” 

Sorin recalls that he was also seep- 
tical initially, wanting a companion, 
but doubtful whether the monkey 
could uctually be any use. It was 
only after visiling Louise in New 
York that he was convinced. 

“Oh yes, Pd seen a video,” he 
says with a smile. “But a video can 
be edited. [ wasn't convinced until 
I'd seen the real thing.” 

“Cage, Chepa,” he orders, and 
the monkey scampers off into her 
cage. “If she continues to behave 
herself, I'll take her out with me." 

Bushmitz believes that within five 
years the monkeys will be as accept- 
able as secing-cye dogs far the 
blind. He has always believed in ani- 
mal help, he remarks, noting that 
there are dogs who help wheelchair 
people, guarding them, towing 
them, retrieving their mouth-sticks 
and adjusting their foot-rests. Dogs 
also assist the deaf, alerting them te 
the alarm clock, the tetephune, the 
front doorbeil and the buby’s crying. 

Apart from their manual dexter- 
ity, the monkeys have another ad- 
vantage over dogs: their longevity. 
The monkeys live for up to 40 years. 
The average secing-cye dog only 
functions for 10 ta 12 yeurs. 

The capuchin monkeys, cebus 
apella, have been sclected for their 
playfulness, their casy-going tem- 
perament and their desire for hu- 
man companionship, as well as for 
their intelligence and dexterity, but 
even so, their biting teeth are ex- 
tracted to prevent any possibility of 
their hurting 8 quadriplegic. 

Burke and Bushmitz--both of 
them clearly fond of animals—insist 
that the monkcys suffer no ill-effects 
from the operation. “We don't want 
to take even the tiniest risk," ex- 
plains Burke. 

The monkeys, she notes, have a. 
good life, receiving love. compan- 

ionship, exercise, education, stimu- 


lation and challenging tasks. These © 


are the things that a human being 
needs, und monkeys are apparently 
quite similar. 

The worst thing about being a 
quadriplegic is the sense of helpless- 
ness, says Burke. Anything that can 
lessen this and make him more inde- 
pendent is a good thing. 

“Fuced with a quadriplegic, 1 
have a sense of helplessness us ἡ 
psychologist.” she confesses. “This 
project has given us ull hope. Moshe 
Bushmitz, Haim, Mordy, Tami--aud 
of course Sorin himself--have given 
unstintingly of their time and love.

And 
though the dizzying variety of post- 
ers they display may dazzle the 
senses, dun't get taken in, Video 
rentals can vary radically, and de- 
spite their being comparatively re- 
centin this country, no one is behind 
on rip-off techniques. It pays to 
beware. 
* §o before you set out to select 
cassettes, shop around for a 
library. You'll find that some are run 
by local entrepreneurs and others are 
franchises of nationwide chains. But 
your independent neighbourhood 
fibrarian may have a sizeable opera- 
tion in which he orders releases from 
most leading distributors, thereby 
increasing your choice, while the 
chain may be big on rules but uctual- 
ly feature releases of fewer firms. 
Better check the shelves and see how 
many different distributors’ labels 
you spot. 

Here you may encounter your 
first pitfall. Not all stores make 
leisurely browsing possible. Ln some. 
even the empty cassette cases are 
kept behind the counter ant the 
most you can do is strain your eyes- 
from a distance. These stores will 
usually have catalogues for you. 
Often not all that is listed is svail- 
able. Worse still, some stores only 
provide you with ἢ list of Hebrew 
titles, masquerading as a catalogue. 
Ifall you want is a vague idea about 
what is on offer, good luck to you: 
The Hebrew titles usually bear no 
relation to the original. Ifyou are not

Moreover, while the former de- 
mands a NIS S00 security cheque.

won't ubscond with the goous. 

Avoid subscriptions that will let 
you hive certain cussetles only on 
certain days of ihe week. Farther 
more, nute thut the practice of 
some libruries of charging more for 
“special cassettes,” put out Ἦν the 
more prestigious of the big distribu- 
tors, is nol universal, Some libraries 
are Willing to take the loss and 
charge one price, for everything, 
even if some cassettes: cost them 
more. Just make sure that price 
uniformity is not achieved by charg- 
ing more for everything. 

You'll always do better renting 
from a place which has several copies 
of each cassette. Usually these wil! 
tum out to be the larger libraries. 
The copies are expensive and the 
smaller stores may skimp. As ἃ re- 
sult, the particular title you want 
might almost always be out, 

Another reason it may be out is 
that the library simply doesn't carry 
the title, though it may prominently

Some of the betler places will 
allow you to reserve films and will be 
very dependable. Others won't have 
it on Tuesday, its they promised, but 
when you inquire again on Thurs- 
day, they will charge you for having 
hela it over for you all day Wednes- 
day. And, oh, it's not (here anymore 
on Thursday, because “it was rented 
out just before you came in.” 

The worst offenders have been 
reported us sending peaple home 
with the wrong tape inside the case 
of a much-sought-after cassette. 
Others give you unlabelled, pirated 
cupies of poor quality. Then there 
are the damaged tapes which are nut 
tuken out of circulation. 

Reputable libraries won't churge 
you for these, but others may offer 
you credit when you renew yuur 
subscription, which you shouldn't 
accept -- though you should count 
yourself lucky if you are not required 
to pay for the damage. 

To be fair, most of the worst 
rip-offs are not common in the big- 
ger libraries. Bigger, of course, is not 
always synonymous with better, but 
in the video business it tends to be. 
Mostly it is the bigger places which 
can afford to buy film packages from 
all the large distributors. 

At any rate, we will in future

“Tt was the first duet I ever sang, 
except for onc in an operetta in the 
Fifties,” she snys. “Boaz had talked 
about wanting to sing with me, and 
Ehud Manor wrote the lyrics. When 
T heard it, how could I refuse? It was 
about me. But I don't think 1} do it 
again.” 

Other young composers have also 
“discovered” Damari over the 
years, and Hed-Arzi are bringing out 
a record of songs written for her by 
musicians such as Matti Caspi and 
Yoni Rechter, as well as by Moshe 
Wilensky, who was writing songs for 
her back in the War of Independ- 
ence. 


DAMARI WAS bom in Yemen and 
brought to this country as an infant. 

“My mother used to tell me how 
they trekked across the desert with a 
few belongings. and asses to carry 
the children and water. When I be- 
came ill, the others told my mother 
to leave me behind as she stil! had 
four other children. But she 
gathered herbs to make a drug and 
somehow J got better.” 

The family settled in Rishon Le- 
zion, where her father was head of 
the Talmud Tora and her mother 
used to sing al weddings and funer- 
als, often helped out by her fittle 
daughter. Shoshana sang in kinder- 
garten and in junior school, and was 
soloist in the school choir. 

At 13, she left home at the sugges- 
tion of her older brother, Saadia, to 


_ study at a drama school in Tel Aviv. 


“Even today that would cause :a 
sensation, so how much more in 
those days." she says. “But my 
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lather was very underscuudling and 
refused ty bsten to the elders af the 
community, whe said E would come 
undet bad influences.

“He taught me 
everything: haw to dress, how to 
move on stage, how to behave. He 
wouln’t let me eat ice-cream in the 
strect. He used to say, "You are a 
queen, and queens don't lick ice- 
cream cones in the street."

SHE NEVER joined any political 
party or underground movement, 
(“we as artists belong to every- 
body," she says) but in the years 
leading up to the War of Independ- 
ence, the songs written for her by 
Wilensky and Nathan Alterman 
were lyrical expressions of the fight 
for a homeland and she sang them 
with unique feeling of her powerful 
voice. 

The British didn’t understand the 
nuances, but the Jews did; they were 
songs about illegal immigrant ships, 
songs to honour the Palmah, songs 
about Eretz Yisrael, she sang them 
under Shulamit or Aya. The Mandu- 
tory authorities thought they were 
simple love songs; the Jews knew 
better. 

Calaniot (“Poppies”) was the 
great hit of those days, and has 
become a classic. The words were 
innocent enough, but the very poig- 
nancy of the melody expressed a 
yearning that everybody under- 
stood. 

During the war she travelled 
wherever there were soldiers, sing- 
ing Haim Hefer’s “The Last Battle" 
to boys for whom, in the coming 
days, it would be just that. 

“To cheer them up a bit, 1 used to 
wear a red dress. They could see me 
coming,” she remembers. 

She flew to Cyprus to sing for the 
Holocaust survivors waiting to come 
to the land. 

“1 Jearned Yiddish to be able to 
sing Kozhinkes mit Mandlen, but Τ 
was never able to finish that song,” 
she recalls. "They would start crying 
and I had to stop. A young man in 
the hospital cried like a baby and 
said his mother used to sing it to him, 
and he couldn't take it.” 

When she sang Habayta, they 
knew what it meant. For them, this 
lovely dark beauty symbolized the 
freedom that still evaded them, even 
after the suffering of the camps.

HAVE YOU heard of albums which act as dialogues 
between two artists? I'm sure that you remember the 
bickering messages sent between John Lennon and Paul 
McCartney for the first three years after the Beatles split 
in 1970. And maybe you have been aware of the more 
recent insults that have been flying between Van Halen 
and their ex-vocalist David Lee Roth. 

Tt seems that there is another case of album dialogues 
occurring with the recent and almost simultaneous re- 
lease of Red Hot by Diana Ross and Michael Jackson's 
Bail, both out on CBS records. But here the messages 
are nol rotten tomatoes as in other cases, 

For those of us who may not recall Jackson Five 
prehistory, it was in fact Ross, then with the Supremes, 
who first discovered the gold mine of talent embedded in 
the smal! head of six-year-old Michael Jackson, and 
introduced him and his remarkable family to the world. 

And then the Jackson Five became famous, and Mi- 
chael outshone his brothers and made a career on his 
own. He had plastic surgery performed on his nose and 
they say he took hormones to keep his voice in the 
higher octaves. At a later stage, he had plastic surgery 
performed on the rest of his face, to change its shape and 
to make the skin lighter, and he even spent a lot of time 
breathing large doses of oxygen, to keep himself on the 
up-side, 

Jackson and Ross apparently have some form of 
cammon language. And it doesn’t end at the fact that 
Jackson sings “Dirty Diana” on Bad and Ross Teplies 
with “Dirty Looks.” 

It has, in fact, become a widespread rumour that 
Jackson, full of adoration and admiration for Ross, is 
attempting to become like her, in style, voice and espe- 


cially in appearance. The nose is there, it has been for . 


several years, and now the eyes, eyebrows, lips and chin 
have joined it to give Jackson a very feminine, Rossie 
look, to say the least. 

Somehow, his complete figure, not only lis face, 
seems much more feminine than before. 

Jackson's voice has always been high-pitched and 
youthful, and it has remained that way. Indeed, on the 
duet he performs with female singer Siedah Garrett, “I 
Just Can't Stop Loving You," one has to refer to the 
Printed lyrics to sce who is singing which lines. 

As far as the similarities in style between Red Hot and 
Bad go, o brief listen to selections from both albums 
feaves the impression that they are both. very similar 
and, in effect, compatible. You could literally mediey 
them both down to several combined tracks and never 
tell the difference. é

RED HOT, Diana Ross's release, is in contrast more 
mellow than Bad. Considering that she hasn't been 
swept into the bizarre world of werewolves, zombies, 
and other creatures Jackson is fond of, this is 
understandable. 

Yet Red Hot seems to complement Jackson's release 
quite well, and they sound great side by side. Ross, 
trying to maintain her individuality, succeeds in present- 
ing a good selection of Top 10 material without the aid 
of eccentrics and public image. Let’s face it, Ross is an 
exceptionally good vocalist. 

Red Hot presents a wide selection of material, from 
the dance tunes “Dirty Looks" and “Stranger in Para- 
dise" to the rhythm-and-blues-influenced “Shock- 
waves" and “Tell Mama," and the swinging “Mr. Lee.” 
Five lovely ballads reside on side two of the album, 
featuring “Summertime,” “Tell Me Again” and others, 
making the album a very pleasurable investment. 

So maybe Michael Jackson has a crush on Diana 
Ross. It is comforting to know, however, that Ross is 
being mature about the situation and is not trying to

Founded as an outlet for the 
booming Jamaican reggae style in 1962 by Chris Black- 
well in London, Island Records quickly became 8 roof 
for many world-famous artists and bands, including 
those listed above.

So do advertising agents of 
any nation. fe was therefore doubly 
fascinating to hear how the name 
“Daizy,” spelled just that way, was 
chosen for the new liquid washing 
machine detergent made by the Hai- 
fa firm Witco. It is a very goud name 
indeed, with its connotation of 
“fresh as a daisy” in English and its 
easy pronounceability for speakers 
of almost any language. 

The name game was almost more 
interesting thun the product itself, 
since this is not the first liquid wash- 
ing machine product to appear on 
our shelves. We have had one called 
“Top,” from Tasbin of Haifu, for 
about half a year, and a new liquid, 
Hogla Chemicals’ ‘Pisga,” ap- 
peared almost simultaneously with 
Daizy. 

In the preparatory market re- 
search conducted on behalf of 
Witco, the foreign name Daizy won 
out over the Hebrew “Dagesh" 
(“emphasis” or “stress"’), the other 
suggestion which made it to the fin- 
als. “Dagesh” scored well on sug- 
gesting heavy-duty functionality in a 
washing detergent, but ‘Daizy” 
proved nearly three times more pop- 
ular on other scores, and hence was 
selected. The name was registered 
with the deliberate misspelling in 
English, to make it a distinctive tra- 
dename. It was not, as I first sus- 
pected, an accidental mistake on the 
part of an Israeli firm of which 60 
percent is owned by the Witco Cor- 
poration of New York, and the oth- 
er 40 per cent by Delek. 

Witco Israel was established in 
1969 as a direct result of the late 
Pinhas Sapir’s ‘Millionaires’ Con- 
ference" to enlist American Jews to 
aid economic development here.

As for the newcomer Daizy, the 
main drawing card of a liquid for 
washing machines is that there is no 
danger of undissolved detergent 
granules remaining on fabrics, even 
when washing is dune at low tem- 
peratures - common practice today 
both because of the preponderance 
of synthetic fabrics and the desire to 
save energy. 

Witco says its Daizy is particularly 
suited to cleaning well at low tem- 
peratures. For spots apt to be stub- 
born, such as grease stains or perspi- 
ration lines on collars, the firm 
suggests rubbing a little undiluted 
Daizy directly on the problematic 
area before putting the item into the 
machine. 

For a standard machine load, the. 
recommended dose is 10Ucc, of 
Daizy -- easily measurable as it is 
one capful from the bottle. This is a 
spccially-designed, double-rimmed 
cap intended to prevent dripping 
outside the bottle when you close it 
again; this works, though not per- 
fectly, 1 find. Daizy can be poured 
cither directly into the tub with the 
laundry, or into the réceptacle for 
muain-wash detergent. . 

One drawback to using any tiquid 
detergent is that you cannot do a 
pre-wash and main-wash automati- 
cally, because any liquid you pour 
down either detergent window will 
run down immediately into the tub, 
unlike a powder, which awaits the 
appropriate flow of wash water. 
Witco's answer is that most laundry 
today is not so dirty as to require a 
separate pre-wash -- especially given 
the alleged improved cleansing abil- 
ity of Daizy. And while Daizy is not 
a substitute for fabric softener, 
Witco claims there will be less need 
for it with Daizy, which contains a 
water-softening agent. ᾿ 

Another factor which may give 
pause to prospective consumers is 
the cost per wash-load, which will be 
higher than with many of the pow- 
ders on the market. The two-litre 
battle of Daizy carries an “introduc- 
tory price” of NIS 11.90, and if you 
use the recommended dose for a 
standard load of normally-soiled 
wash, this will give 20 washings. 

On the other hand, Witco itself 
suggests that a half-cupful (50 cc.) 
should be sufficient for a full load of 
lightly-soiled laundry. This would 
give 40 loads from a bottle of Daizy. 
Daizy, or any other machine liquid 
detergent, can also be used for 
hand-laundry, eliminating the ne- 
gessity to keep two separate prod- 
ucts on hand. The reverse, however, 
is not true — i.e., liquids labelled 
“for hand-laundry” should never be 
used in machines, because as they 
are not. designed for, this purpose,. 
they may create,too much foam. 
According to Witeo, in the United 
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States 40 per cent of washing ma- 
chine detergents today are sold in 
liquid form. The product got a big 
boost in the U.S. in the late 1960s, 
when the use of phosphates was 
banned from detergents because of 
their deliterious effect on the envi- 
ronment. Liquid detergents are eas- 
ier to make without phosphates than 
are powders, Witco says. In En- 
gland, liquids account for only 20 
per cent. Witco says liquids will nev- 
er totally replace powder deter- 
gents, if only because of consumer 
conservatism. 


NOT TO BE OUTDONE, the rela- 
tively new household detergents 
firm, Hogla Chemicals, a subsidiury 
of the American Israeli Paper Mills, 
has come out with not one but two 
liquids suitable for washing ma- 
chines. The product for heavy-duty 
lnundry is called Pisga, the same as 
Hogla's lightweight washing pow- 
der. The powdered Pisga,. by the 
way, is also designed to dissolve eas- 
ily even in low-temperature water, 
because it is a spray-dried powder 
with hollow granules. But liquid dis- 
solves even better, Hogla admits, 
and the liquid works optimally at 
temperaturcs between 40 and 60 
degrees. 

There is no need for pre-washing, 
because of the greater efficacy of the 
enzymes in the liquid, compared to 
the powdered Pisga, claims Hogla 
Chemicals marketing manager 
Amos Hareli. The Pisga liquid de- 
tergent, in a one-litre bottle, carries 
a recommended introductory retail 
price of NIS 9.80, and is intended 
for 20 washings, each with a 50 cc.- 
capful of detergent. 

For “gentle laundry” by machine, 
Hogla offers a separate product, 
called Bad-Guard Shampoo -- a 
rather ill-chosen, hybrid Hebrew- 
English name, with the “Bad” refer- 
ring to the Hebrew word for "fab- 
ric” and not the English opposite of 
“ood.” One needs to know how to 
distinguish the special Bad-Guard 
Shampoo for machine use from the 
ordinary Bad-Guard Shampoo for 
hand-wash, which came on the mar- 
ket some months ago. 

The labelling in Hebrew and En- 
glish specifies if the product is for 
machine or hand laundry, Both 
types come in white plastic bottles, 
but the machine version has a blue 
cap, the hand-wash vession, a white 
cap. (Hogla Chemicals’ marketing 
manager Amos Hareli tells me that 
blue or green is the international 
code colour for caps on “machine- 
use liquid detergents" -- and indeed, 
Daizy's cap is also blue.) ᾿- 


In case one should still be con- 
fused, the liquids themselves are clif- 
fcrently coloured -- the machine lig- 
uid is silver-blue, the hand version is 
a cloudy white. Hareli admits that, 
in time, the hand-wash version of 
Bad-Guard Shampoo may disap- 
pear altogether, since the machine 
type is more versatile. and could 
really serve both purposes. The ma- 
chine version carries a retail price of 
NIS 7.90 for a litre bottle, and is 
good for up to 20 loads. 

Why two types of machine liquids 
from Hogia (as compared with only 
one from Daizy or Top), and when 
does one use which? Hareli says the 
heavy-duty Pisga liquid should not 
harm most fabrics, but it contains 
more active enzymes than are rec- 
ommended for washing really fine 
fabrics such as silk or wool, and is 
more powerful than what's needed 
to wash lightly-soiled delicate syn- 
thetics at temperatures of 30 and 40 
degrees, Consumers should choose 
according to the type of fabric and 
degree of soil, 

Hareli denics that Hogla's two 
new machine liquids are ‘'cannibal- 
izing” its own market for Pisga laun- 
dry powder, and says there is a mar- 
ket for both liquids and powders, 
He mentions an additional benefit 
of liquids which had escaped my no- 
tice: Some people are allergic to 
laundry powder when they handle it 
(it makes them sneeze, or gives 
them skin rashes, or both). For 
them, a liquid detergent could be a 
boon indeed. 

As yet, there is no Israeli standard 
for the manufacture of liquid deter- 
gents, as there is for laundry pow- 
ders. Many of the better brands of 
powder, including Witco's and Hog- 
la's, carry the emblem of the Stan- 
dards Institution. In time, there will 
no doubt be a standard for liquids, 
too., 


ZIV-NECA, from Necca of Petah 
Tikva, is one of the veteran laundry 
powders with a fav teker. It bas just 
come out in a new improved ver- 
sion, which has dual-stage action, It 
contains a substance to whiten and 
brighten laundry, which utilizes sun- 
light as a catalyst to activate it. 
Hence, the laundry is cleaned in.two 
stages -- both while it is in the ma- 
chine, and also while it is hanging on 
the clothesline. The whitening takes 
place even in indirect sunlight on 
overcast days, the manufacturer 
Bays. P ὮΝ: 

It may, however, be somewhat 
ironical that such a product is reach- 
ing our market just when more and 
more Israelis are discovering the 
joys of electric clothes dryers, a win- 
tertime wonder. Still, most of our 
public continues to rely on outdoor 
line-drying..

THERE IS A Jewish tradition that 
when someone is gravely ill, he is 
given ἢ new name (generaily the 
nume Haim, life’) in an 
effort to give the patient 
a new lease on life. This cus- 
tom came to mind when [ heard 
that the ‘Teta chain of retail clothing 
shops, which used to belong to the 
defunct Ata firm, is gradually un- 
dergoing a name-change to become 
part of a brand-new retail clothing 
chain called “Golf." 

The management of the Golf 
chain may not be too happy with my 
comparison as it is trying very hard 
to present itself as something entire- 
ly new white, in fact, it is a blend of 
the old with the new (which σοι be 
a gnod thing). After Ata's demise as 
a munufacturer, its floundering re- 
tail wing was bought up by the Clal 
Enterprises (to which the Kitan tex- 
tile manufacturer also belongs). 

Instend of simply perpetuating 
Teta, with all its negative memories, 
it was decided to start anew with a 
retail chain of clothing for men, 
women and children, under the pep- 
pier name of Golf. 

Golf will attempt to build an en- 
tirely new image, aiming at a public 
which wants good-quality clothing 
somewhat more classic in taste than. 
what typical boutiques sell to appeal 
to teenagers. The target customer 
age-range will be the 20-to-40 sceg- 
ment, with styles meant to appeal to 
young managers, secretaries, and 
professionals. In establishing a 
chain with a uniform country-wide 
image, Golf's management says it 
has something in mind along the 
lines of the American chain “The 
Gap" (which, however, if memory 
serves me right, strives for more of a 
youth-fashion image). 

The general manager of Golf is 
Yisrael Keniger, for many years 
marketing mannger of the Elite 
sweets-and-coffce giant. At the mo- 
ment, there are four shops benring 
the Golf name: brand-new estab- 
lishments in Bat-Yam, Ra’anana, 
and Kiryat Motzkin, and the chain's 
flagship shop in Ramat Gan’s Can- 
yon Ayalon mall, which was opened 
just yesterday evening (after the 
holiday) in the premises of a former 
Teta shop. By the end of 1988, Golf 
expects to have 32 shops, of which 
26 will be reconverted Teta pre- 
tnises. 

Golf has no plans to manufacture 
on its own but will be strictly a retail- 
er. It will base itself on some 20 
suppliers, and expects to be the ma- 
jor, but not sole, retail outlet for 
Levi's and for Manhattan shirts.

Fis 
period of imprisonment in Poland, if 
his sister's testimony is to be be- 
lieved, was by no means as harsh as 
Begin himself was to paint it in later 
yeas, and his experiences of Polish 
anti-Semitism were in no way excep- 
tional, [f anything, Temka's book 
seems to imply that if we wish to 
understand Begin’s motivation we 
need to gu back to his experiences in 
the home, to his relationships with 
his parents, especially his father, and 
to sibling rivalries in which 
Menachem wus almost invariably 
the loser. 

For all its shortcomings, this is a 
most readable book written in a 
peculiarly American journalistic 
style. It is full of pace, if clichéd at 
times (is David Levy really “street 
smart"?), But I am at a loss to 
understand the role of the “Notes,” 
which account for nearly 150 of the 
book's 460 pages. The notes are not 
given in a form that will commend 
them to scholars, while their con- 
tents are unlikely to be of much 
interest to the lay reader. While it is 
gratifying to find that Temko can 
justify nearly every detail in his 
narrative by citing his sources, much

OTHER COUNTRIES have been 
less willing to take ἃ stand. In Cana- 
da, the Federal government's re- 
sponse was superficial and ineffec- 
tive, but the Province of Ontario has 
enacted penalties for companies 
caught complying with the boycott. 
Not surprisingly, Europe has gener- 
ally caved in to Arab demands in this 
as in other areas, but there are some 
notable exceptions. In 1977, the 
French Parliament passed a some- 
what “watered-down though still 
controversial” Jaw, and the Mitter- 
rand government stopped providing 
export credit insurance to firms 
which comply with the boycott. 
Although many Swiss companies 
have been blacklisted, major firms 
such as Swiss Air have defied Arab 
demands, Even the small island- 
State of Malta, which had developed 
close ties with Libya, drew the line at 
the boycott.

THIS IS A sumptuous but strange 
book. Sub-titled “The Land of Israel 
- Ancient Maps, Prints and Trave- 
logues Through The Centuries," it 
isn’t anything of the sort, for much uf 
the visual material is imaginative 
medieval, Crusader and even 
Napoleonic illustrations; there is 
even εἰ double-page spread of Herzt 
leaning over his balcony in Basel, a 
not exactly rare image. But there are 
a lot of rare and wonderful maps tuo, 
and numberless small reproductions 
of relevant contemporary cartogra- 
phy, though many of the latter are 
too small to be properly enjoyed. 
Less could have been more. 

The book opens with Joshua's 
spies and concludes with a page that 
combines a photo of Ben-Gurion 
with one of the Dome of the Rock, 
something which will no doubt cause 
both Omar and B-G to turn in their 
graves. 


DESIGNED by Frederic Gozlan, 
the entire vertically bound book can 
be read only when opened horizon- 
tally, which makes it uncomfortable 
to use. This device enables the desig- 
her to enlarge some manuscripts 
while adding explanations to details. 
Also reproduced are “landmarks of 
the era," miniatures of maps, manu- 
scripts referring to the biblical text or 
the publishing era and even portraits 
of some of the cartographers and 
scholars of the Holy Land, whose 
texts are illustrated, including the 
likes of Maimonides and Sir John 
Mandeville. 

Each of these scholars gets a pot- 
ted biography, together with a leng- 
thy quotation from one of his re- 
levant writings. ‘But why isn’t 
France’s Eshtori HaParchi (1280- 
1355), the first to carry out systema- 
tic topographical research in the 
Holy Land, identified as Jewish, 
even if this must be very. evident to 
Hebrew-speaking readers (a title- 
page of his Hebrew Kaftor VaFerach 
is reproduced)? 

This handsomely boxed and 
printed book is enhanced with rich 
gold embossing of many of its de- 
tails, something also repeated in an 
even more handsome spinoff, Terra 
Sancta’s 1988 calendar of the same 
title, which employs the best of the 
cartographic and manuscript mate- 
tial in the book to even greater 
effect. : 

The manuscripts in this particular- 
ly beautiful and marvellously well- 

tinted calendar are from British. 
French and American collections. 
Jean Foquet’s 15th century depiction 
of the building of Solomon's Temple 
renders it, not unnaturally, 95 8 
Gothic cathedral.

Herzog (“who are old friends"), 
Yigael Yadin (my old friend"), 
Shimun Peres (“we have worked 
together"), Harold Lever (“he and 
his wife Diane are close friends”). 

Everybody calls him Marcus: Cary 
Grant (“I don'tunderstand, Marcus, 
why you didn’t let me know you were 
coming”), Garfield Weston (“Mar- 
cus, I have been thinking about our 
conversatiun”}, Levi Eshkol (*sit 
down, Marcus’), Isaiah Berlin 
(“Dear Marcus"), Lord Jowitt (“but 
Marcus, these Russian dancers were 
always good"), Golda Meir (“Mar- 
cus, you've known me for Gver twen- 
ty years"), Yitzhak Navon ("Mar- 
cus, all the great Jews we worked 
with, you and I, to bring the state of 
Israel into being’). 

Among others who knew his name 
was James Callaghan, then Britain's 
foreign secretary: “Marcus, I want 
to ask you a question.” The question 
was whether he would agree to be 
England's ambassador to Israel. 

He can be forgiven for retailing 
these lordly anecdotes because of 
what he and his family did in their 
business life. Their chain-store en- 
terprise set new sfandards in em- 
ployee welfare. St gave u spur to 
British industry by buying locally 
what other firms were importing 
from abroad, and by forcing these 
local firms to manufacture competi- 
tively.

As the wuthor explains in this 
fuscinating probe into the history af 
American Jewish fund-raising for 
Israel, in the early yeurs of the state 
the UIA was the “financial arn of 
the world Zionist movement in the 
United States." By the 196bs, 
however, it had become litte mute 
than a funnel for money raised by 
Incul federations and the United 
Jewish Appeal, which was dutifully 
passed on to the Jewish Agency 
without asking tou many questions. 

In the 1970s, however, with the 
reorganizition of the Agency, the 
UIA gradually became one of the 
main vehicles for the American Jew- 
ish fund-raising establishment to be- 

‘come involved in the workings of the 
Agency. And by the 19(s, some of 
the fund-raisers had reached the 
point where they sought to trans- 
form the Agency into “an indepen- 
dent voluntary body, divunced fram 
party politics, with an Israeli consti- 
tuency drawn Tram wider strata of 
civic life than the political parties [of 
the World Zionist Organization| 
represent.” 

If the trends outlined in this book 
continue on their present course,

The general impression is of a 
continuous knockabout Mack Sen- 
nett comedy with the Keystone 
Kops thrown in for good measure 
{the police impounding a hearse. 
complete with corpse, for illegal 


parking) und an occasional Hal 
Roach slapstick touch (a drunken 
vicar clinging to the coffin in order 
to remain upright). 


IT’S HARDLY surprising that late- 
ly there's been a trend towards cut- 
price funerals. Vincent Williams, a 
retired Welsh miner, told the West- 
ern Muil, for instance that he'd just 
finished digging his own grave.

ΝΟΥ͂Ν IT IS relatively simple to be 
stoical about somebody else’s de- 
mise.

“I took infinite 
pains to get it right.” he said. “All 
the time my father was dying, | was 
at his bedside making copious notes. 
You can't just slap these things 
down.” ἢ 
Yet when Bennett himself kicked 
the bucket in 1930, dying of typhoid 
after being silly enough to drink the 
water in a posh Paris hotel (he who 
has a taste is lost) he was much more 
emotional about Old Mortality. 
Still, 1 find this double standard 
infinitely preferable to stoicism car- 
ried to inhuman lengths. J.B.S. Hal- 
dane was a scientist -- in fact, the 
‘world's leading geneticist when he 
died in 1964 -- and he was also a bit 
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of a Bolshie se perhaps this is the 
reusan for his astonishing vbjectivi- 
ty and his epater le hourgeis, cock- 
a-snoot-at-cunvention attitude. 
While dying ot a particularly nasty 
form of cancer, Hlaldane spent his 
time compusing a mock-epic that 
began: 

Oh would 1 had the pen of Homer 

To write of rectal carcino. 

Even more unnerving was the 
conversition Alistair (Leder from 
Anicrica) Cooke had with H.L. 
Mencken, the Sage of Baltimore, 
shortly before his death. In his 
prime, the gadfly journalist had 
bousted that he had "the worldly 
wisdom of a police lieutenant, a bar- 
tender, a shyster lawyer and a micl- 
wife" but in old age he was sadly 
reduced by a stroke and a subse- 
quent heart attack. 

In 1956, Cooke asked him how 
long Edgar Lee Masters, the Mid- 
western poet, had been dead. 
Mencken was furgetful. Cooke sug- 
gested that it had been around 1948. 
“ Yeah,’ suid Mencken with no guile 
at all, ‘that's right. | believe he died 

athe year § did. 


A PREMATURE death, such as 
Mencken's makes everything jook 
bleak but premature burials are, of 
course, infinitely more distressing 
and I'm afraid they didn't stop with 
Edgar Allan Poc's Tales of Mystery 
and Imagination. 

A famous epitaph commemorates 
an incompetent quack: 

Here lies the corpse of Dr. Churd, 

Who filled half of this churchyard. 

Worse by far are those doctors 
who fill churchyards before their pa- 
tients have actually, well, er, conked 
out. One of their colleagues, Dr. 
Yves Peron-Autret, claimed in his 
1979 book, Buried Alive, that a 
shockingly large number of inter- 
ments fall into this category. Adduc- 
ing in support of his claim the Fact 
that the coffins of dead U-S. service- 
men shipped back home from Viet- 
ham were routinely opened for ex- 
amination, Peron-Autret gives 
enough gruesome evidence to con- 
vince me, at least, that in 4 per cent 
of those examined there were cleat 
signs of altempts to break out of the 
casket.

OBVIOUSLY, IT IS best to take 
precautions.

‘This rant devel- 
oped into the Italian word for popu- 
lar restaurant. But in Prenel and 
English it became ftverne and. tav- 
ern, respeetively, the word for inn, 
with the emphasis on the availablity 
of strong drink. 

Far from the Wester world’s 
concept of having a good time, in 
which alcohol plays an essential 
role, we Jews, modern as well as 
ancient, seem to get our kicks from 
watcr, The water libatian ceremony 
was a central part of the Succot fes- 
tivities. But both the Mishna and 
Josephus, with variations, record 
one incident in which Temple-goers 
would not have shamed the rowdiest 
pub-brawlers of the British Isles. It 
was in the year 95 BCE when Alex- 
ander Yannai was acting high priest. 
According to one version, he 
poured the [ibation at his feetein- 
stead of on the altur, as prescribed 
by the Pharisees. In the ensuing rivt, 
6,000 persons were killed. Quite a 
brawl. 

Another account is that Alexan- 
der Yannai didn't have to do any- 
thing, wrong lo start a riot; it was his 
very appearance at the altar that 
enraged the populace. They pelted 
him, it is said, with the efragimn they 
held in their hands for the Succot 
service. Perhaps our latter-day zeal- 
ots would copy them and throw cit- 
rons instead of stones at Shabbul- 
breaking motorists. A well-dried, 
well-aimed etrag could do almost as 
much harm as a stone, but think uf 
the benefits to the citrus-growers!D 
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
